2. An Girected by the reference, we have developed o program 
Geaigned to inerease gontrol over Ageacy vehicles and to reduce the 
vehicle tuventory consistent with the minimam requirements of ss- 
signed missions. This program consists of these actions: 


We resommend thet «11 vehicle authorizations, in- 
eliufiing project vehicles, be uade the responsibility of the 
Office of logistian. At present, Agency vehicles suthorized 
fer an operating element are imeluded in a Coneolidated Table 
of Vehicular Allowances (CIVA) approved by the Office of Lo- 
gistics. The chief of each aperating clement, in turn, ap- 
proves an individual Table of Vehicular Allowances (TVA) for 
eath station, base or activity under his cemtrol. Project 
vebicles, which at present are approved ty a Deputy Director 
or hia designee, recently vere removed from CIVA's at the re- 
quest of tha Seputy Direeter for Plans. We now propose to 
climinate the CEVA concept completely. Our approach will re- 
q@iire Office of Logistics approval for each station, base, 
project and activity TYA. This actien aan be accomplished by 
a0 euendment to the vehicle reguintion,[ _—s_—s«(peragraph c.,;
